Arrnngem»ut« tor the Centennial. 


A. T. Ooshorn, Director General 


of the Centennial Exhibition, in re- 
ply to inquiries which show a very 
insufficient 
understanding of tho 


character of the Exhibition, hnvepi-e- 
pared statements of some important 
items, which it is desirable to make 
known: 


The Act of Congress which provid- 


ed for "celebrating the one hun- 
dredth Anniversary of American In- 
dependence, by holding an Interna- 
tional Exhibition of arts, manufac- 
tures and the products of the soil and 
mine," authorized the creation of the 
United States Centennial Commission 
and entrusted to it the management 
of the Exhibition. This body 
is 


composed of two Commissioners from 
each State and Territory, nominated 
by the respective Governors and 
commissioned by the President of 
the United States. The enterprise, 
therefore, is distinctly u national one 
and not, as has sometimes been stated 
the work of a private corporation. 


The Exhibition will be opened on 


May 10th, 1876, and will remain open 
every day, Sundays excepted, until 
November 10th. 
There will be a 


fixed prioo of fifty cents admission to 
all the buildings and grounds. 


The Centennial grounds are situ- 


ated on the west bank of the Schuy- 
kill river, and within Fairmount 
Park, the largest park in proximity 
to a great city in the world, and one 
of the most beautiful in the country. 
The Park contains 3,160 acres, 450 of 
which have been enclosed for the 
Exhibition. Besides this tract, there 
will be large yards near by for the 
exhibition of stock, and a farm of 42 
acres has already been planted for 
the tests of plows, mowers, reapers, 
and other agricultural machinery. 


The Exhibition buildings are ap- 


proached by eight lines of streetcars, 
which connect with all the other lines 
in the city, and by the Pennsylvania 
and Reading railroads, over the 
tracks of which trains will run from 
the North Pennsylvania and Phila- 
delphia, Wilmington and Baltimore 
railroads. 
Thus the exhibition is m 


immediate connection with the entire 
railroad system of the countay, and 
any one within 90 miles of Philadel- 
phia can visit it at no greater cost 
than that of a carriage hire at the 
Paris or Vienna Exhibition.

rest busy themselves elsewhere; that 
it will do more and better work than 
it is possible for any hand-engine too, 
and is but little heavier than a hand 
machine; that the "hand" would re- 
quite fresh men every few minutes, 
thus needing forty or fifty men to 
run her, and that if it is necessary 
oari be traded for two "muBcnlars," 
whereas it would be impossible to 
trade were it the other way. The 
hand-engine advocates urge that 
Reno is not large enough to support 
a steamer; that the buildings can all 
be amply protected by a "hand;" 
that foruu enough can easily be pro- 
cnrod; thut tho difference in prices 
will holp them materially in getting 
proper bnik ings, eto. This is about 
how the matter stands now. A com- 
pany has been organized and officers 
elected. 
Now a citizens' meeting 


will be called in u few days to decide 
what kind of a machine they want. 
The sum of $2,875 has been raised, 
with several large property holders, 
the railroads and insurance compan- 
ies yet to hear from. The citizens' 
meeting will be one of much interest 


STILL BLOCKADED.—The Virginia 


and Truckee railroad is still block- 
aded at both ends. 
An endless 


amount of freight is being shipped 
to Virginia City to take the place of 
what was destroyed. New stocks of 
goods are being sent over the road 
by the dozen carloads. On Monday 
one hundred and fifteen cars, princi- 
pally lumber, were left at Reno. 
Orders have been issued to the C. P. 
office in Truckee to distribute only a 
limited number of oars to lumber- 
men, to prevent loaded cars accumu- 
lating along the road. During tho 
latter part of last week orders were 
received to ship no more cars until 
Monday last, when one hundred cars 
that had in the meantime been load- 
ed were sent off. The Virginia and 
Truckee Company have found it 
necessary to advertise that they will 
not be responsible for freight or bag- 
gage that may be lost or damaged 
after its delivery at the station in 
Virginia City. The Trnckee Repub- 
lican says that people are ordered to 
take their freight and baggage away 
immediately on arrival.
